The 
NMU once boasted of more than 
100,000 members. 


CURRAN’S HOPE in a “lib- 
eralized” government policy to- 
wards the merchant marine, by 
government-financed expansion 
of shipbuilding to replace laid 
up obsolete and slow vessels, is 
hardly a solution for the sea- 
men. The real reason for the 
drastic fall in jobs has been the 
“liberalized” modernization pro- 
gram.
